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Sinclair / Courtepatte 
Diagree on Resolution

Sam Sinclair, president of the 
Metis Association of Alberta 
was recently critical of the pro¬ 
vince’s resolution to give the 
Metis title to the 1.2 million 
acres of settlement they cur¬ 
rently reside on. 

Said Sinclair, “What about 
the 60,000 landless Metis cur¬ 
rently living in the province of 
Alberta?” He was referring to 
the fact that not all Alberta 
Metis live on the settlement 
land. 

Joseph Courtepatte, presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Federation 
of Metis Settlement Associa¬ 
tions said he acknowledged Sin¬ 
clair’s argument that existing 
settlement lands would not suf¬ 
ficiently house the approximate 



60,000 non-settlement Metis, 
but said that the settlement 
association would take applica¬ 
tions from anyone wanting to 
move back to the land. 

Metis President Sinclair also 


showed disapproval to the resol¬ 
ution stating that he was con¬ 
cerned the move would interfere 
with negotiations on native self- 
government issues to be held 
later this month in Toronto. He 
also claimed disatisfaction with 
the fact that no mineral rights 
were included with the land 
settlement resolution. 

Courtepatte, however, said he 
was “elated" at the recent pass¬ 
age of the resolution and dis¬ 
agreed with Sinclair by claim¬ 
ing, “You can’t have self- 
government without a land base 
and this has given us a land base 
that can not JSe taken away 
from us.” Courtepatte went on 
to say that the question of min¬ 
eral rights would be resolved in 
the courts . . . hopefully within 
the next year.

The Alberta Legislature has 
given unanimous approval to a 
resolution granting Alberta 
Metis the title to the more than 
1.2 million acres of settlement 
land they now live on.

Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed, who introduced the 
bill in the legislature, expressed 
surprise that Sinclair was critical 
of the resolution, noting that

Land Claims Leader

A tribal council chairman has 
urged improved understanding 
between Indian bands on 
Meares Island and the logging 
corporation MacMillan 

Bloedel, which seeks to develop 
the area the Indians claim is 
theirs by aborgiinal title. 

The B.C. Court of Appeal 
had granted two Indian bands 
an injunction to prevent logging 
on the island in Clayton Sound 
near Toftno. Local Indian 
populations want a settlement 
of their land claims before there 
is further industrial develop¬ 
ment of the island. 

In a long address to the 
annual meeting of the company, 
Nuu-Chah-Nulth tribal council 
chairman George Watts is 
reported as reassuring share- 
holdes that “this company and 
companies like it will survive 
well, even if there are Indian 
land claims settled. 

“The economy of this 
country would be enhanced if

Native-owned basket-making 
production centre in Prince 
Edward Island has been 
approved under the Native 
Economic Development Pro¬ 
gram (NEDP). The contribu¬ 
tion to the Minegoo Arts and 
Crafts Society of P.E.I. will 
cover the capital costs of the 
new venture including building 
improvements and the purchase 
of office and plant equipment. 

The new production centre 
will employ up to 12 production 
workers — all Native personnel 
— and will feature on-the-job 
production and management 
training. Annual production is 
projected at 10,000 baskets in 
the first year of operation and 
40,000 by the fifth year. 

A non-profit company incor¬ 
porated in 1982, the Society has 
approximately 200 members, 
some of whom have been mak¬ 
ing baskets at home for the Soc¬ 
iety for the past several years. 

The greatly increased produc¬ 
tion from the new centre will be 
marketed in the Maritime Pro¬ 
vinces. The rest of Canada and 
New England are targetted as 
future potential markets. , 

In announcing the NEDP 
contribution to the Society, Tom 
McMillan, Federal Minister of 
Tourism said the project is a 
demonstration of a significant 
and commendable commitment 
by the Native people of Prince 
Edward Island to developing 
expanding their economic

could still hear his laughter. 

To us Bob Kootenay was an 
ambassador for his people, a 
sort of Danny Kaye, for Indian 

He touched many people and 
it was noticeable at his funeral 
when over a thousand people 
came to pay their respects. In 
his 45 years. Bob met many 
people from all walks of life. 
His friends were from the polit¬ 
ical world, professional people 
of various backgrounds, the 
R.C.M.P., people of the sports 
world and many others. His 
untimely death caught everyone 
off guard because most people 
believe a person of his stature 
would endure for years to come. 

One day about three weeks 
ago, I drove out to the Alex¬ 
ander Reserve and I stopped off 
at Bob’s mother’s place. 1 had 
three of my four children with 
me at this time. That short visit 
was the last time 1 saw my 
friend alive. As 1 was turning to 
go 1 asked Bob if I could take a 
picture of him. Maybe there was 
a reason for this, but he and my 
children stood together as I 
took that picture. With his 
humor again he said “I hope 
you have film in that camera?" 
and he gave me a big laugh. 

I have never cried for any one 
person, but as I left the reserve, 
I let it all out, as I drove those 
miles after his wake and back to 
Edmonton. 

A memorial fund is in the 
works, and with Ray Arcand, 
we will be collecting any dona¬ 
tions. This fund will go towards 
a beautiful head stone at Bob’s 
resting place and a special 
trophy.

1 tablespoon lemon juice

By using this method ... cut 
sugar to 1/2 to 3/4 cups. 

INGREDIENTS 
1-9” unbaked pie shell 
3-4 cups rhubarb 

1 cup sugar 

3 tablespoons flour 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

2 egg yolks 
2 egg whites 

1 cup milk 
PREPARATION 

Put well-drained rhubarb 
in pie shell. Mix the dry 
ingredients. Add egg yolks 
beaten in a cup of milk. 
Pour this mixture over the 
rhubarb. Bake at 350 
degrees for 40 minutes . . . 
or until the custard starts 

Make meringue by beating 
the egg whites (always add 

2 tablespoons of water to 
egg whites and you’ll have 
a very fluffy meringue) 
until stiff but not dry. 
Remove the pie from the 
oven and cover with the 
meringue. Place the pie 
back in the oven and bake 
at 300 degrees for 20 
minutes or until brown.
